Despise the 'Japs 


St. Petersburg. May- 
G.—Russia's 
greatest difficulty In dealing with tho 
Japanese arises from the fact that the 
czar's generals cannot entirely free 
their minds from tho thought that 
their opponents ore only clever pyg- 
mies. AH their preparations for war 
have been more or less affected by 
this delusion, -which undoubtedly ac- 
counts for the Russian collapse at 
tho Yalu. 
Ktiropatkln <lld not mean 
to attempt a strong stand there. Ho 
knew thnt Zassalltch's forco was In- 
adequate to hold the river If any con- 
siderable pressure should be "Drought 


' to bear on It. 


Kuropatkln Overconfident 


Ktiropatkln also know that 
the 
number of-Japanese south of 
tho 


•Yalu -was sufficient for the Invasion 
of Manchuria If fairly well led and 
If 'the men displayed something like 
the quality that might bo expected 
of European troops. On these points, 
however, Kuropatkln was 
doubtful 


and rather expected that one Russian 
would prove onual to half a dozen 
Japanese. 
In nnv event he antici- 


pated that Zassalltch and Kashlalln- 
sky would- be able greatly to retard 
the Japanese advance and would have 
no dlfflcultv In getting off without se- 
vere han.lllnp. 


"Mere Piece of Luck" 
Even now the opinion is expressed 


In the highest military circles thnt 
the Yalu affair was a more piece of 
1 licit for the Japanese ami that when 
the Russians get half n chance they 
will worthily avenge their comrades. 
They point out that the French show- 
ed magnificent dash and cleverness 
at Snarbruck. hut that victory wns 
followed by the disastrous battle of 
Woerth and the lone scries of de- 
feats that cuilmlnatcd at Sedan.

Is safe to sav that If the Russians 
are finally outclassed and smashed up 
In the fc.r east this will bo the most 
surprised capital In the world. Nev- 
ertheless, observers are not wanting 
to remind the Russians that self-as- 
surance docs not always mean vic- 
tory,

St. Petersburg, May 5.—Dispatches 


received by local newspapers giving 
tho details of the latest attack upon 
tho harbor mouth of Port Arthur by 
Japanese fireshlps pay the. highest 
tribute to the bravery of the Japa7 
nose crows, that manned the vessels. 
Embarking upon what wns known to 
he a forlorn hope, with only 
tho 


slightest chance of escape, the men 
went to their death as cheerfully 
OB 


though sailing Into a nomo port 
In 


Japan. 
Many of tho men were Japa- 
nese naval cadets, who regnrde-J it 
as ?.n honor to be thus, allowed to 
volunteer for the Journey of death. 
•When the steamer* > were -riddled by 
Russian shells and began to sink tho 
cadets mounted to the topmasts and 
went down firing their revolvers des- 
perately toward the huge 
Russian 


forts In n last exhibition of eumlly 
toward the foe .when all other weap- 
ons were lost. Several of tho cadets 
flung their empty revolvers Into, tho 
waters and leaped Into the sea as tho 
sinking mastheads reached tho water. 
Only a few seamen wore afterward

recovered by the Russians and hurled 
on shore.

CHARGE GRAND MASTER 


WITH IRREGULARITY 


Head of New York Maconic Frater- 


nity Is Alleged to Have Misused 


$15,000 Belonging to Order. 


Now York. May fi.—Most of 
tho 


members of tho Rrand Lodge of Frco 
arid Accepted Masons were astounded 
when a motion was 
introduced In 


their yearly conclave to have Grand 
Master Elhcrt Crandall expelled from 
the fraternity and prosecuted crim- 
inally on account of n financial irreg- 
ularity. Mr. Crandall Is a lawyer and 
a member of tho ilrm of Truax & 
Cranclnll. 
As grand master he has 


been ex-olficlo member of the board 
of trustees of tho permanent fund of 
his order, and his advice usually pre- 
vailed. These trustees have charge 
of tho Investment of tho funds of tho 
order. 


Mr. Crandall's present trouble in- 


volves an Investment of Jlfi.OOO. Those 
most familiar with the circumstances 
who were willing to discuss the cane 
declared that he Is allowed to have 
reported to the board that he had a 
client anxious to obtain Slfi.OOO on a 
mortgage on property worth several 
times that sum. He s.ild he believed 
tho Investment would be excellent. 


Instead of having the check made 


payable to the person who was to sign 
the mortgage, the trustees arc alleged 
to have made It to tho order of Mr. 
Crandall. who deposited It to his ac- 
count as referee with a downtown 
trust company. When Inquiries were 
mode some tlsie .later Mr. Crandall 
Is said to have reported that he had' 
discovered a defect In the title which 
would require four or five weeks to 
remedy. 


The trustees found at last that thoy 


could obtain from Mr. Crandall neith- 
er the mortgage that he had promised 
nor tho cash'which he had received. 
Finally they made tho ultimatum that 
tho grand master must produce- tho 
money or Its equivalent an April 2.". 
Neither was forthcoming-. 
The mat-

cluding J. Edward SlmmtniH, president 
of tho Fourth National bank, and As- 
semblyman \V. Mcadu of Albany.

and franchise's would ho paid to that 
company In Paris by 'Morgan & Co., 
and that, tho same amount would bo 
deposited with Morgan & Co. In New 
York at once. 


: Secretary Shaw Objects. 


This the secretary of tho treasury 


says cannot ho done. 
Under the law 


Morgan & Co.. cannot he made tho 
fiscal agents, but only the disbursing 
agents of tho 'government like any 
other disbursing agent \v1io dispenses 
funds In accordance to law and la dis- 
charged from obligation on the pro- 
duction of vouchers. 


It will bo necessary, according to 


ho position taken by Secretary.Shaw, 
for Morgan & Co. to deposit with gov- 
ernment security to the amount .of 
NO.000,000. This Is something which 
has not been expected by cither tho 
attorney general or Morgan & Co. It 
might result In tying up for a brief 
[>«rlod not only tho $40,000.000 paid 
for the canal'property and franchise 
but the J40.UOO.OOO security, 'which, 
according to.tho treasury authorities, 
may be either cash or bonds.- 


Must Comply With Law. 


It Is ° possible that: the $40,000.000 


will bo pormltlcd to renmlii in tho 
Teasing until .flip acltial iltno comes 


also possible that Morgan & Co. will 
not be required to give security for 
the amount until near tho ' tlmo for 
payment, so as to decrease as much 
as possible the period for which they 
will havo to give security. 


It Is said there now Is but one war 


to proceed. Morgan & Co. must 'de- ., 
posit $40.000,000 security. Then .ther 
will receive the $40,000,000 which they 
aro to disburse <for the canal.- That 
firm must In turn pay the money 'In 
Paris or here, produce at the treasury 
department receipts from 'th'e various 
persons to whom the money Is paid, 
with a legal authorization entitling 
them to receive the money. This will 
take considerable time, perhaps two 
or three •weeks. The same course' 
must be pursued by the New York 
hankers as Is pursued by any 'other ' 
disbursing officer of the government. '

NEW DEPARTURE 


IN THE NEW LAW 


Supervisors Are 'Members 
of the 


Board of Review of Cities 


^Like Janosville. 


According to an act of 
tho last 


State Legislature tho county super- 
visors from the several wards of a 
city are made members of the local 
tax hoard of review. This fact Is not 
generally known and be-a surprise to 
the supervisors themselves. Chapter 
211, Section 925-135, 
relating 
to 


boards of review Is amended to read 
as follows: 


Section !)25-in9. In cities of tho 


first clans the mayor, clerk, tax com- 
missioner and aflsessor or assessors 
shall constitute- the board of review, 
and In all other cities tho mayor, as- 
sessor or asscssora, city clerk and 
the supervisors of the different wards 
of nny city, shall 
constitute such 


board of review.

gressman from Iowa; J. B. Sullivan, 
candidate last fall for governor; M. 
F. Hcaly, who came out of a'retire- 
ment of nix years to fight 'Hearst, and 
others appealing to their party In vain 
against Instructions.

ARE STABBED 10 DEATH 


Many Woundc on Bodies Indicate Use 


of Knife and File by Their Un- 


known Assailants. 


Angelica, N. Y., May 3.—John Van 


(•order, u farmer 52 years old, and 
his half sister, Miss Anna Farnam, 
aged 12, were 
murdered 
at their 


home flvo miles northeast of Angelica 
and their house rammclied for booty. 
It Is believed that the crime was com-' 
milled by some Italians employed on 
the construction work of the 1'lttn- 
burg, Slmwmutt & Northern rnllroiid. 


There were ten or twelve Itnlfe 


wounds about the head and chest of 
each body, and several stabs made 
with a three-corned file.
